A Cabinot Crisis in Italy Results in the 
Resignation of Bignuor Cristi-A Revo- 
lution In Portagal Quickly Supprossed 
by the Loyal Troops. 


Feb, 1,—Advicos from 
report the arrival at Manila of 
tho Spanish steamer Don Juan with nows of 
anothor terrible massacre of Spanish troops 
and residonts in the Caroline Islands, It ap- 
bears that the natives, without warning, foll 
onthe Spanish garrison, killing somo 90 
soldiors and civilians, Tho Spaniards thore- 
upon attacked the native fort, It is said the 
natives fought with singular bravery, but 
were eventually driven into tho jungles, 
where the difficulties of the Spaniards wore in- 
creased, asthe bush and undergrowth are 
very thick, and the savages had covered tho 
ground with man-traps, added to which their 
costumo in war time consists of green leaves 
which makes thom very ditficult to see against 
the green foliage, whilo their superior size 
and strength and the fact that they are arm- 
ed with Remington rifles and are as active as 
monkeys, placed the Europeans at still fur- 
ther disadvantage. Nevertheless the loss on 
the native side insaid to have bedn very 
large, The Spanish commander was among 
the slain. He shot himself ina moment of 
frenzy caused by mortification over his 
defeat,

Rong, Feb, 1.—In the debate in the Cham 
ber of Deputies on the spirit taxes bill Signor 
Crispi, the Prime Minister, urged that the 
taxes proposed by the Government were im- 
peratively necessary to prevent Italy from 
falling again to the servile condition sho was 
in as regards foreign power in 1873. 
he Conservative members of the chamber 
who were in office in 1874 protested in an up- 
roarious manner against the language of the 
Prime Minister, Finally the present Min- 
ister of Public Works, who was a member of 
the cabinet in 1874, left the treasury bench 
amid much enthusiasin on the part he 
Conservatives, 

Signor Crispi was greatly agitated and 
became deathly pale. Ho tried to explain 
his words, but he could not be heard above 
the howl of his opponents, The bill was 
finally rejected, a large majority of the 
members voting against it, 

When the result of the vote was made 
known Signor Crispi announced that he 
would resign. The crisis is complete. It is 
doubtful whether Signor Crispi will be able 
to reconstruct the cabinet, 

All the French papers rejoice at the down- 
fall of Siguor Crispi and say that the 
greatest enemy of France and Italy has 
come to the ground and that Frenchmen 
and Italians can now clasp hands sincerely 
since the last statesman in the Triple 
Alliance has disappeared. 


PROMPTLY SUPPRESSED, 


A Revolutionary Uprising In Portugal 
Put Down by the Troops, 


Oporto, Feb, 1.—The insurgents to tho 
number of 400 assembled at 4 o'clock in tho 
morning, and with much cheering paraded 
through the principal streets, Thoy made 
an atteropt to seize the prefecture of police 
and the central telegraph office, Their 
plans, however, wore frustrated by the muni- 
cipal guard, who made repeated charges on 
the insurgents and repelled their attacks, 
Meanwhile the Civil Governor transferred 
his authority to the troops, when the 
few civilians supporting the rebela dis- 
persed. The latter then proceeded 
to the Hotel de Ville, fortifying the structure 
to the best of their ability in tho short time 
at their command, but lacking ammunition 
they speedily submitted in response to an ar- 
tillery bombardment. The number of the 
killed and wounded on both sides, including 
civilians, is variously estimated at from 20 
to50, Some of tho rebels escaped, but sur- 
rendered later. The Municipal Guards sub- 
sequently occupied the Hotel de Ville and at 
once hauled down the flag of the Republican 
Federal Club which the rebels had hoisted on 
the building. Six or seven officers of an in- 
ferior grade took part in the revolt, which 
was of a distinctly Republican character, It 
is alloged that the civilian leader in the re- 
volt was a lawyer named Alves Veiga. By3 
o'clock in the afternoon the revolt had been 
entirely suppressed, but the department has. 
been declared jn a stato of slege. Gen. Scar- 
nichia has arrived in Oporto,

THE CAT-O-NINE TAILS. 


A Prisoner Whose Back Wms Made to 
Look Livia. 
Kin@ston, Feb. 1.—One month ago James 
McRae, alias McGuire, was sent to the peni- 
tentiary from Toronto to serve five years, 
For the flrst time in connection with such a 
sentence the court ordered the man tobe 
lashed, twonty at the end of one month and 
tho remainder at the terminatian of three 
months, The whipping occurred at 11o’clock 
yesterday in the prison dome. As soon as 
the time came for the work a stout officer 
stepped to the side of the convict witha 
{ cat-o' nine tails in his hand. Then the word 
of command was given and the cat swung 
through the air, It came down with a swish 
on the white back of the offender, and a livid 
line was seen across the skin. The successive 
nine lashes were laid on without stint, An- 
other officer then stepped forward and the 
econd consignment was given with equal 
force. The upper part of the back grew 
darker in bue and the impression of the lash 
stood out in bold relief. Before the twenty 
cuts were laid on the flesh looked broken and 
blood oozed out of the swollen lines, McRae 
was stoical. From the first to the last he re- 
ceived them without an outcry or even 
wincing, and tho punishment was by no 
means light. His back was covered and he 
was returned tu his cell to meditate over the 
matter, The convicts who had beon mar- 
shalled to witness the whipping were much 
impressed, 


An Atrocious Crime, 

LansiNn@, Fob, 1.—The body of an un- 
known girl, hardly more than a child, to-day 
lay upon an extemporized bier in an uoder= 
taker’s office in Dimondale, a village seven 
miles south of Lansing. The body, entirely 
denuded of clothing, was found last night 
in Grand River, three miles south of Dimon- 
dale, by two farmers. Looking through a 
hole in the ice they observed entangled in 
tho branches of a fallen tree below the sur- 
face the corpse of a young girl not over 14 
years of age. The ice had been broken and 
the body apparently tossed in carelessly 
with the expectation that the swift current 
would carry it down stream, but the tree 
limbs had caught it and held it fast. When 
the body was removed from the river an 
hour later it was evident that it had been 
thrust into the water but 4 few hours before 
and that it had been disposed of almost im- 
meriately after death, Beyond dark marks 
upon the throat there was no trace of vio- 
Jen It wos the corpse of a slender child, 
with dark brown hair and oyobrows, large 
brown eyes anda fair and attractive face 
Doctors testified positively that the girl was

Following is the report of Dr, Tracyand 
Dr, Gibson’s to the board ; “We beg to 
report that pursuant to your request of 
January 6th asking us to endeavor to pro- 
cure a supply of Koch’s lymph for use in 
the Belleville hospital we communicated 
with Dr. McCallum, of the biological de- 
partment of Toronto University, who 


kindly informed us that he was prepared

to furnish: us with a supply of lymph from 
time to time as required. Dr. McCallum 
also invited us to visit Toronto general 


under treatment. On Friday, the 24th, 
we visited Toronto and at once proceeded 
tothe general hospital where we were! 
cordially received by Dr. O'Reilly, medi- 
cal superintendant and byDr. McPhedran, 
who had previously appointed to meet us 
at the hospital. Dr. scPhedran took us 
through the wards and we had the pleas- 
ure of observing a number of patients on 
whom the lymph had been tried. We 
inquired particularly{into the patients his- | 
tory,and carefully observed,their physicial 

condition in order to obtam information 

for our own guidance in the election of 

cases for experimentation in our own 


hospital. The results, so far, in the cases 
in the Toronto general hospital are, in 
the main, satisfactory, though no very 


decided improvement has yet been observ- 
ed in the. phthisical patients. In the 
lupus cases, however, the improvement is 
most marked and affords encouragement 
that the results will be entirely 
satisfactory and permanent. The cases 
submitted to treatment have been select- 
ed after careful examination and consu - 
tation on the part ot the medical staff, so 
that every precaution is taken to secure a 
fair trial of the lymph. The clinical charts 
of the patients under treatment were 
shown and explained to us, and the 
method of preparing and diluting the 
lymph for injection cirefully demonstrat- 
ed, illustrating the stringent precautions 
that jure considered necessary in the use 
ofsucha powerful remedy. Altogether 
we received much valuable information 
and advice from the physicians in'charge 
regarding the methods adopted. We 
afterwards visited the Biological depart- ; 
ment of the university, where we were | 
courteously received by Dr. McCallum, 
who further explained tous the extreme 
case necessary to be taken in the prepara- 
tion of the lymph for injection. Dr, Me- 
Callum gave us a vial of the lymph con- 
taining two hundred milligrams and in- 
formed us that we could obtain a regular 
supply on application to him. In con- 
clusion we beg to submit the following 
suggestion;

TON, Pa., Feb. 4.—A torrible ace: 
dent whereby 17 mon lost their lives occurred 
Af Janesville at 11 o'clock this morning in 
slope No, 10, operated by J. C. Hayden & 
Co.’ This working is situated immediately 
under the old workings known as No, 8 and 
worked out some five years ago, and which 
wore filled with water, The cause of the 
disaster was the drilling of a hole through 
the pillar, which liberated the immense body 
of water confined in the old workings which 
flooded the new workings, drowning all the 
mon in that portion of the mine, 

The news of the disaster created the wild- 
estexvitement and the mouth of the slopo 
was in less than half an hour surrounded by 
hundrods of men, Women and- children and 
after tha terrible result was 
made plain that none of the entombed men 
were living or could possibly be reached 
until all the water was pumped out of the 
slope that the grief-stricken friends of the un- 
fortunate men could be induced to go to 
their homes, 

How long it will take to pump the water 
outisa question, Some minors say it will 
take four weeks before the bodies can be 
reached, Others say it will take twice as 
long.

THE RELIGIOUS DISABILITY 
HOISTED. 


Oladstone Delivers # Stirring Addross and 

ye He Knows No Obstacle to Pre 

vont Any Porson Boing Chancellor of 

the Exchequer — The British War 
Oftice. 


Lonpon, Fob. 4—In the House of Com 
mons to-day Mr, Gladstone moved tho second 
reading of the bill to remove religious 
disability, and said: ‘When we undertook 
by this bill to remove from tho statutes an 
fojustice and an anomaly which are a dis 
credit to us—(cheors]—woe hoped it would 
be nocemary to spend only a few minutes In 
Jatroducing the bill, Now that we neoded 
to trespass at greater longth upon Parlia 
ment thore were mutterings and murmur 
Jigs. As Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
1868 I pleaded for the opening of the most 
‘ificult offices to which the most objection 
was taken, It is seriously doubtful 
now whether Roman Catholics are 
illegally disabled from bolding tho 
offices of Viceroy of Ireland and Lord Chan 


| collor of England, -Tho Catholic Rolicf Act 


did not impose inso many words disability | 
to hold these offices, It provided that no 
Catholic should be entitled to hold them 
otherwise than as now legally entitled. 
What,” Mr, Gladstone nsked, ‘is the 
Bofore the act of 
1829 overy subject was entitled persumably to 
hold any crown office, but Catholi # were 
debarred by the Test Act.” Mr. Gladstone 
added that be and a number of good lawyers, 
including the Chief Justice, were not aware 
that thero was any disability except 
the Test Act, which was repealed in 
1863, It was contested whether the repeal 
effectually qualified Catholics, Parliament 
when it repealed the Test Act had no specific 
intention to open those offices, and it was, 
therefore, his duty not tobe deterred from 
prosecuting this bill, the object of which was 
simply to remove an anomaly, which was 
supposed to exclude, and perhaps did ex~- 
clude, cortain of the Queen's subjects from 
holding certain offices, If tho bill was read 
a second time he proposed to move that it be 
passed through the committes pro forma, re- 
serving that substantial committee be 
taken aftor the report of the bill from that 
committee, 

Does not Affect Succension to the Crown, 

‘Tho bill, Mr. Gladstone said further, did 
not affect the succession of the crown be- 
cause the crown was not open to competi- 
tion. The Home Secretary, be added, is 
himself a Catholic and he stood as near the 
sovoreign as the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
aod nearer than’ the Viceroy of Ireland, 
Yet nobody disputed bis right to hold his 
office and he (Gladstone) knew of no obstacle 
against a Jew, Mohammedan, Hindoo or 
non-religious person being Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

William Henry Smith asked why Mr. Glad- 
stono’s speech was made now instead of dur- 
ing the many years he bad held office? 

Mr. Gladstone retorted that ho had de- 
livered similar speeches in 1567, 

Mr, Smith replied that Mr. Gladstone then 
was in Opposition, and thatmoreover in 1581 
Mr. Gladstone, in answering a question on 
the same subject, said that the Government 
did not intend to advocate the abolition of all 
the remaining religious checks such as pre- 
vented the Chancellor or sovereign being ; 
Catholics. Catholics did not demand the bill 

Mr. Smith opposed the bill because it ap 
plied to two persons only and moved that it 
be read for the second time six months hence. 

After further debate Mr, Gladstone's 
motion for the second reading of the bill 
now was rejected 256 to 223. 

In the division Secretary Mathews and 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt abstained 
from voting. Three Conservatives and nine 
Unionists, including Mr, Chamberlain and Sir 
Henry James, supported the bill. The Irish 
members, including Parnell, voted solidly 
with Gladstone. 

The War Office Criticized. 

‘There was a sharp debate on the subject of 
the new magazine rifle, and allegations were 
made amounting almost to a charge of cor- 
ruption in the War Office. The debate was 
not of a partisan character. Hon, E, Majori- 
banks (Liberal), from the Scotch side of Ber- 
wick, began the attack with 4 motion that a 
committee be appointed to examine the 
magazine rifle and report upon the reasons 
for its adoption. 

This was not strong enough to suit Mr. 
Hanbury (Conservative) from Preston, who 
in plaio language condemned the way in 
which the adoption of the now rifle bad beon 
secured. Of 13 patents connected with the arm 
ip question, one official held 10 in his own 
name. What was needed was not an isolated 
inquiry as to how the rifle came to be adopt- 
ed, but a thorough reform in the methods of 
the War Office. It was undesirable, he 
thought, to go into a mere detail of military 
administration and thereby weaken the full 
responsibility of the officials who recommend: 
ed the rifle. I 

Mr, Hanbury, therefore, moved as an 
emendment that a committee be appointed 
to investigate the War Office and recommend 
any reforms that might seem desirable. t 

After a sbarp debate, in which the War 
Office was severely criticized,the amendment 
was carried by a vote of 108 to 74. 

Fiscal Relations With the Col . | 

Rt, Hon. James Lowther, Conservative, 
asked whether the Government proposed to 
take immediate measures to promote the 
formation of preferential fiscal relations | 
between Great Britain and the British col- 
ontes, 

Baron Henry de Worms of the Colonial

recognized its urgency.

Alexander Mackenzie, a man who had more 
hard common sense in his head than the com- 
mittee of leaders all together, At that 
time they relied on a revenue tariff and the 
Pacific scandal to got into power, In 1878 
their cry was adonunciation of the N.P. No 
mention of the panacea, In 1882 it was down 
with the monopolies like the C.P.R. In 1887, 
when Mr. Blake was leader, it was, “Wo 
can’t change the N.P. on account of ‘vested 
intWrests and the need there was to raise a 
revenue,” No talk of the panacea then, But 
now the panacea was brought out and it was 
in contradiction of their past, They, these 
one-time free traders, ndvised the people to 
embrace 4 tariff of 62 per cent, all round. 

But he (Mr, Foster) challoaged these men 
who were offering us unrestricted reciprocity 
to niake good that offor if they could. What 

and. Mr. Laurier) 
meaut to teach the people was simply this: 
We have the power to give you unrestricted 
Teciprocity, therefore vote for us and you 
will got it, It takes two to make a bargain. 
He challenged their credentials. Let them 
produss a single statement, a single docu- 
ment from the United States authorities that 
they (Sir Richard and Mr, Laurier) couid 
give the people of Canada unrestricted reci- 
procity, Has any cabinet of the United 
States pledged “ itself to unrestricted 
reciprocity! Even any member of the 
cabinet. None, But what had Mr. Blaine 
said: If Canadians wish to have the advan- 
tages of the citizens of the United States 
they must come under the flag, that they 
could not be both Canadians and Americans 
at the one time. How could Mr, Laurier 
and Sir Richard pretend to speak for ple 
who denied our rights on two seas and who 
still maintained the Munroe doctrine? 

The speaker then read from the speeches 

of Hitt, Wiman, Laurier, Charlton, Edgar, 
Davies, their definition of unrestricted reci- 
procity. If, assomeof these men said, it 
meant that Canada could retain her own 
tariff, but have free access to the States, 
then we would be able to wipe out the 
woolen mills, the iron furnaces of the United 
States, a thing that appeared absurd before 
it was stated. 
&: Their proposal meant the abnegation by 
Canada of its power of fiscal legislation—a 
right which no people of self-respect would 
give up. It means that our tariff powers 
are to be given up. Once we surrendered 
this power we would be part anc parcel of 
the country to the south of us. 

Next it meant a loss of reyenue. On 
United States goods we to-day got over 
$5,000,000 a year. On sugars (free in the 
United States) $2,000,000, On goods from 
other countries (which the United States 
tariff would protect) $8,000,000, in all $15,- 
900,000 of a loss in our revenue, The only 
way to make this up would be in direct taxa- 
tion—Sir Richard's pax eather would de- 
mand $4 from every head and $15 or $20 
from every family,

what a medicine man is, To one who doos 
know sothing is more amusing than to read 
tho accounts of early travellers in the In- 
dian country when they come to treat of 
the making of medicine and the other do- 
ings of medicine mon, Eyon Capt. Kut 
F.R.G.8, and Lowis and Clarko wore 
very shaky when they camo to this sub- 
ject. 

Every tribe bad, and still bas, medicine 
mon, some of whom are chiefs, all of whom 
are vory iinportant porsonages, Nearly all 
that tho writer ever saw bave beon old mon 
or mon past the middlo age, but that is a 
mere accident, fora man may bo made a 
medicine man while be is young. No one 
can visit any Indians at any foatival time 
or time of general excitement frum any 
cause without seoing the medicine men 
figuring very conspicuously in whatevor is 
going on. Sometimes they are merely beat- 
ing drums, or perhaps they are oniy croon- 
ing, while a dance or feast is in progress. 
Atother times they appear in tho most 
grotesque costurmes, painted all over, bung 
with feathers and tails and clawe, and car- 
rying some wand or staff, gorgeous with 
oolor and smothered with Indian finery. 

Tho term medicine isa white man’s ox- 
pression which the Indians have adopted, 
It was applied to tho priests of tho tribes— 
for that is what they really are—becaun 
the first white men often found them making 
their incantations at the side of the sick, the 
wounded, or the dying. In reality they 
wero exercising tho ovil spirits of disease or 
death, but tho white travellers, seeing thom 
in the presence of the sick, put two and two 
together and called them medicine men. | 
The term is two centuries old, and the 
Indians have so fully adopted it that whea 
ono of these officials is at his offices they 
say he is “making medicine.” 

The medicine man js a conjurer, 4 magi- 
clan, a dealer in magic, and an inter- 
modiary between the men of this world and 
the spirits of the other, He may know some- 
thing of the rude pharmocopa@ia of his fel- 
lows, and may prescribe certain leaves or 
roots to allay fover, to arrest a cold, or to 
heal a wound. That is not his business, how- 
ever, and such prescriptions are more apt to 
be offered by the squaws or by any member 
of tho patient's family, The medicine man’s 
work comes in when medicine fails, and it 
is pursued until death is seon to be certain, 
when—among most of the tribes—the sick 
or wounded man is abandoned to mect his 
fate. Far from thinking the only good In 
dian Is a dead one, the Indians thomselves 
have little regard for one who is half dead 
or seems certain to die, 

Last spring as many meditine men as 
could crowd into a tepee of the largest size 
beat thoir tom-toms and rattlod their gourds 
nll day and night for nearly a week to save 
the life of a dying plains chieftain, and then,

No more weird sight is to be seen on tho 
face of this contMmont than a view of such a 
group of medicine men at work to save a 
life. Seen at night the effect is awesome, 
They sit ina circle, broken only by the body 
of the invalid stretched on a blanket at 
the head of the tent opposite the door or 
tent oponing, The wavering light is from a 
candle stuck ingeniously in a loop of birch 
park fastoned tight in a slit in the end of 
a stick that bas been thrust in the earth. 
‘Tho medicine men are painted in their own 
colors, green and yellow predominating. 
Choy are in full regalia, but their hair falls 
over their hideous faces as they bend for- 
ward to swing to and fro or to beat their 
drums. Allare singing. Often they sing 
only the tunes of ancient songs, the words 
being forgotten or having grown tiresome, 
Now and then one leaps to bis feet, waving 
his befeathored rattle and yelling louder 
than the others. He sings the words that 
occur to bim as suiting the case. Ho has on 
x Yothing but moccasins anda breech clout 
or “gvo-string,” as they call that garment 
on the plains. 

His thin, bony, bare red legs have the 
effect of their nakedness increased by the 
jumping, dangling tail of feathers flutter 
down from his head and mix their colors 
with the paint stripes on his flesh. His 
dancing is rather more like pounding sonie- 
thing beneath him than like what we all 
dancing. He lifts his feet by bending his

Mace was a gontloman of the 
most pleasant address, His plausible offers, 
punctuality in fulfilling Dusiness ongage- 
ments and tho promptness with which he 
paid the high interest promised gradually 
drow the bank a numerous clientel, It is 
he had the names of 20,000 
dwpositors on his books, For somo 
timo, however, unfavorable rumors in 
regard to Mace Lave been circulated. Ad- 
verse criticisms of leadiug bankers were re- 
peated to Mace, but be would shrug bis 
shoulders, smilo pityingly and intimate that 
the derogatory remarks were caused by 
business jealousy.

FOR THE FARMERS. 


For several years past the principal 
grain sown by the farmer has been , 
barley. He knows the labors he has te 
subject himself,to sow.harvest and dispose 
of sucha crop. It has been argued that 
free trade would rot the selling 
price of barley with the farmer as he does | 
not pay the duty. 
farmer knows that, unless through specu’a- 
tion, no buyer ever offers,and he could not 
sell his barley within fifteen cents of the 
price in the American markets last fall. 
When a buyer makes a_ bid he invariably 
dedoets the duty, freight, insurance and 
commission, and the farmer gets what is 
lofi. If free trade takes place the farmer 
May expect the amonnt of the duty 30 
cents per bush, more for his barley than 
he received last fall. On 1,000 bushels, a 
fair average erop this would be $800. In 
Ameliasburg the Quinte grange have ship- 
ped annually about 22,000 bushels of 
barley for several years past. On this 
amount they have been losing ten cents 


per bush., or getting that much less for 
their grain, which amounts to thesnug sum 
of $2,200 than they would have had. had 
there been do duty. Now, the duty on 
barley is 30 cents per bushel, just three 
times as mnch as it has been, and grant 
ing that the grange ship the same amount 
of barley next fall as they have in the past. 
they may expect to realize $6,600 less than 
they would if their barley was admitted 
across the line free of duty. Th«

each deceased relative, whether man, wo- 
man or child, the knife being wielded by 
the head of the house. Forty years ago the 
custom was abandoned under circumstances 
of peculiar horror. A beautiful young girl 
had been pronounced dead by the attend- 
ing physicians, and after the preparation of 
her body for burial her father plunged a 
knife into her bosom. At the touch of the 
steel she sprang up, uttered a scream, and 
fell back in reality a corpse, The father 
committed suicide with the same blade that 
had caused bis daughter's death, and the 
family thereafter relinquished the time- 
honored practice. It has often been asserted 
by medical men of prominence and repute 
that premature burial is extremely infre- 
quent, if not altogether mythical. Yet 
there are 

MANY AUTHENTIC INSTANCES 
of cases where people have escaped interment 
alive only by the merest .ccident. Not 
much over a twelvemonth ago the young 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. F. M. Bashelier, 
of hart, Ind., was pronounced dead and 
arrayed for the grave. While her father 
was absent arranging the details of the fun- 
eral some sympathizing neighbors called at 
the house and viewed the supposed corpse as 
it lay in the open coffin, As they gazed upon 
the features of her they had known and loved 
they were astonished to see Miss Bashelier 
raise herself up and look around. Recover- 
ing from their momentary panic, they trans- 
ferred her from the coffin toa bed and sum 
moneda physician. Restoratives were sup- 
plied and after a lingering illness the 

GIRL REGAINED HER HEALTH, 
and, so far as known, is now alive and well 
Her case is similar to that of Mrs. Sorrich 
who resides near Steubenville, O. When a 
schoolgirl, 15 years of age, she married 
against her parents’ wishes and subsequent 
annoyance and anxiety brought on an attack 
of nervous prostration. One day she fell 
down in a fainting fit from which she failed 
torevive, The attending physicians declared 
her dead, and, to make the matter of her dis- 
solution certain, opened a vein from which 
no blood flowed. All save her twin brother 
were satisfied that she had passed from earth 
He insisted that she was still alive, and day 
after day refused to allow her interment At 
last it was resolved to bury her despite his 
protests. In the struggle to remove him from 
the room the bandage around the girl's face 
fell off and her lips were seen to move. 
ne called for water, and on giving this 
evidence of vitality received proper atten 
tion, She, also, at last accounts, {fs still in 
the land of the living. A yet narrower 
escape from premature interment was that 
of a resident of York County, Pa. Tho 
coffin had been lowered into the grave, and 
the first shovelful of earth had fallen op the 
lid when the son of the supposed dead nan 

DEMANDED ONE MORE LOOK 
at his father’s face, explaining that some- 
thing told him be was notdead, His request 
was complied with, and such signs of life 
were discovered that the funeral was stop 
ped and the body carried back to the house. 
There the process of reco y continned 
until the man was restored to consciousness. 
A horrible case of untimely burial De 
came known some time ago through the 
confession of & man lying hopelessly ill in a 
hospital at Copenhagen He declared that 
a year before, on a dark and stormy night, 
he bad sought the cemetry to rob the grave 
of a Danish nobleman’s wife, who had beou 
buried during the afternoon with many cost 
ly jewels on her person. He cleared away 
the earth and laid the lid of the coffin bare 
1e tore off, and began to search among 
ystly robes for his booty. He found 
some difficulty In removing a heavy gold 
ring from the right forefinger of the corpse. 
To secure it he used a knife, and was tervor 
stricken to see tho supposed dead woman rise 
up. He recovered from his panic sufficiently 
| to aid her to the surface of the ground, It 
seems that she had been consciow 
less through all the hours while her friends 
and relatives had mourned her as lost and 
arranged her body for the tomb.

Quite the contrary; some of them are evi- 
dently of esormous inagnitude aud bril- 
liancy, transcending even such solar giants 
as Sirius, Arcturus, and Vega If all the 
stars apparevtly connected with the Orion 
nebula really belong toa system by them 
selves, then the star named Rigel, which is 
included jn one corner of the nebula, aud 
oxceeds all the others in apparent brilliancy, 
must actually be the greatest member of 
of the syatem, Rigel is so distant that the 
results of all attempts to ascertain its par- 
allax are more or less unsatisfactory. One 
estimate recently made is that light re~ 
quires 400 years to come to us from Rigel 
Light travels about 6,860,000,000,000 miles 
in a year; consequently the distance to Rigel 
must be 2,870 millions of millions of miles, 
or more than 30,000,000 times the distancs 
of the sun from the earth, If thie 
is the true distauce, we can compare tho 
amount of light that Rigel actually emitu 
with that emitted by our sao, At our pro 
sent respective distances from the two we 
get 40,000,000,000 times as much light from 
the sun as from Rigel. But since the amount 
of light falling upon any surface varlee 
inversely as the square of the distance of 
the souros of the light, it follows that the 
sun if rernoved to 30,000,000 times its present

present distance from each, we get 22,500, 

which is the number of times Rigel actually 

exceeds the sun in light-giviug power, 

Itis difficult to imagine such a sun as 
that. Our planetary system removed to 
Rigel, with its present orbital dimensions 
would not only be unintabitable, but the 
innermost planets, including the earth, 
would melt and dissolve in the intense heat 
The sun is unable to furnish to Neptune, at 
a distance of 2.800,000,000 miles, sufficient 
heat to keep it from freezing. In fact, 

, Neptune gets only one-nine-hundredth as 
| much solar light and heat as we do, But it 
Neptune were a satellite of Rigel at the 
same orbital distance, it would be turned into 
a blazing world, receiving twenty-five times 
‘fas much beat as the earth gets from the sun, 
The region of space that Rigel can render 
habitable by ita radiation ie, of course, im: 
monsely greater than that which owes a 
similar debt to the sun, #0 that if it possosses 
a planetary system it must be of metropoli- 
tan proportions. 

While the distanco that we have doduced 
for Rigel is based upon hypothetical data, 
yot it must not be assumed that it is op 
that account necessarily exaggerated, Asa 
matter of fact, the apparent displacoment 
of tho stars by the motion of the earth, upon 
which estimates of their distance depends, 
{a go exceedingly minute that in only o fow 
cases can it be measured with acouracy, and 
this very fact may be taken to show that 
the estimates of stellar distances aro far 
more likely to be too small than too large. 
The distance of the nearest known star in 
the noayons 1s leas than one-hundredth aa 
great us that assumed for Rigol, but it would 
be presumptuous to assert that there may 
not be among the 100,000,000 visible stars 
(out of which loss than filty havo boon 
found within a measurable distance from 
us) some that are a hundred times ar much 
furthor away as Rigol ts.

Soon after McMullen camo running 
outof the house shoutiog and cursing like 
one insane, When the noighbors ventured 
in they fonnd the woman lying on the floor 
with ovory particle of clothing tora from 
hor body, which was burned and mutilated 
in a horrible manuer, MoMullen had 
evidently taken nh red hot poker, 
beaton her on the head and thrust it into lier 
body and pressed it into her flesh in downs 
of places.

Tho crime is the outcome of almost lifelong 
drunkenness, Not only have MuMullen and 
tho murileved woman boon drunkards foryears 
but their children have inherited the vive. 
Two yenra ago, in the same hou . their only 
daughter, a girl of 20 years, was burned to 
death with her infant child while lying in 
beit ina drunken stupor, while ber father 
and mother were in the next room in the 
same condition, 

‘The scone, as described by Mra, McGowan 

and her daughter and the neighbors who 
first entered the house, was horrifying. 
The woman, with some fragments of 
clothing around her waist, was lying 
on the floor of the dirty room {fn a 
condition beyond words to describe. Sho was 
still breathing. Around her a great pool of 
blood had collected. ‘The walls were 
spattered with it, and the fow bits of furni> 
ture daubed red, The murderer was pro- 
bably half an hour about bis butchery, for 
tho poker muot haye been heated again and 
again. The house was filled with the odor 
; of burning flesh, 
It is believed that the drunken ruffian was 
; stitving the fire with the poker. The couple 
had been quarreling, the woman said sole 
thing that angered him and he wheoled 
around and struck hor on the heaé with the 
poker, kuocking her down, He struck her 
again while she was prostrate, 

Stupetied with liquor and the blows, sho 
only laid there and shrieked. A fiendish de- 
termination came into his head. He thrust 
the poker into the stove, and when it was red 
\ hot turned to the woman on the floor, tore 
off her clothing and laid the glowing iron on 
her flesh. Agatu and again the hot iron was 
apptied, Tt grew cool and he thrust it once 
More into the fire, aud when it was again 
rel hot he returned to the groaning, dying 
Woman, and tearing what remained of her 
clothes off thrust it into her body.

JACK THE RIPPER. 
The Alleged Murderer of Carroty Nell 
Arraigned in Court, 

Loxpon, Feb, 16,—The latest discovery 
made by the Motropolitan police in connec 
tion with the Whitechapel murder of Friday 
morning last, by which a woman known as 
“Carroty Nell” lost her life, bids fair to con- 
eet the man Sadler now in custody with this 
“Jack the Ripper” crime, 

A knife was traced to the possassion of 
Sadler, who as stated was a fireman on board 
«Steamer which arrived from Turkey, The 
police have no doubt that Sadler Was the 
murderer of “Carroty Nell.” 

Tho prisoner was placed in the dock this 
afternoon, His face was dirty and scratch- 
ed, Heseemedto be utterly careless as to 
what happened to him and is apparently en- 
tirely composed, He kept his hand inhis — 
pocket and glanced calmly around bim as if 7 
hewagn disinterested party. During tho 
examination a man testified that he had seen 
Sadler in company with the murdered girl on 
Thursday night. As the witness was making 

his statement the prisoner watched him 
sharply, and exclaimed, addressing the 
man in the witness box, ‘Be care 
ful about what you are saying.’ 
Continuing, the witness described -in de- 
tail the visit of Sadler to a small coffee shop. 
Sadler, according to this witness, sat in the 
coffee house with the murdered girl and 

seemed to be quarrelling with her. Sadler, 
the witness said, claimed to Have been 
bed. Finally Sadler and “Carroty Nell” left 
the coffee shop separately, Upon the con- 
clusion of the testimony the prisoner was re- 
manded until Feb, 24, 

Forther details in regard to the blood- 
stained knife in possession of the police show 
Sadler sold the weapon to a sailor on Fri- 
day, the day of the murder, Opinions differ 
as to whether Sadler is ‘‘Jack the Ripper.” 

To avoid trouble the police transferred 

Sadler to the police court during the night, — 

hoping thereby to avoid a vast crowd of 

people, mostly women, The omen are eager — 
for a sight of the prisoner. Wild threats of 
. lynching and tearing the prisoner to pieces 
were uttered by the most excited of those — 
females, When the man was removed to the 
police court an immense force of police was 
employed, and every precaution necessary = 
was taken to prevent the Whitechapel mob 
front lynching the prisoner, 
The witness admitted the prisoner's face 
was scratched and bloody when he was seen 
in the coffeeshop. The prisoner was re- 

manded until Feb, 24.

police at Tipperary and the vindication of 
the Irish executive. Mr, Gladstone sup- 
* ported Morley’s motion in a vigorous speech. 
' Mr. Balfour and Mr, Smith, First Lord of 
the Treasury, opposed the motion. 

Mr, Gladstone felt indisposed and after 
speaking left the House. His illness is not 
serious, He is suffering from: over-fatigue, 
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Killed in a Doel. -

4 pint bottle full of light-bluish fluid, The 
tork was drawn with some difficulty, Upon 
a plece of paper lying on the table a single 
drop was poured. The instant it came in 
contact with the papor there was a flasb, « 
stroam of fire shot out and the room was flll- 
ed with suffocating sulphuric nea. So 
quickly dip the paper burn that a bucket of 
water bad to be thrown on to prevent the 
fire from communicating with other ma- 
terials, 

lu attempting to cork the stuff up again 
the cork was ignited. A towel was thrown 
over the bottle, and the towel caught fire 
burned up before the fire could be put out. 
As soon as the crowd succeeded in extin- 
guishing the fire and gotting the fluid safely 
in hand a rush was made for the door, the 
room was so filled with blue smoke. 

United States District Attorney Milcbrist 
was greatly oxcited, and in answer to the 
question exclaimed: “What is it! Great 
Scott! Can't you smell it? Look at my 
hands!” 

“What do you suppose a whole pint of 
that stuff! would do, when a single drop 
of it nearly set the whole building on fire!” 

The strong fume emitted by the fluid 
proved its principal ingredient to be 
phosphorus. Some of it had gotten on the 
hands of Captain Stuart and Mr. Milchrist, 
and it continued for a long time to send forth 
a blue smoke. 

Mr. Milchrist said of the result of the ex- 
pYriment; “It fastens the chain of evidence 
securely around Gibson and makes it posaible 
to fodict him for attempted arson.”

For Two Hours n Mother Walked the 
Streets of New York, 

New York, Feb, 16,—Mrs. Rosie Marko- 
vitz, who resides with her husband at No, 95 
Orchard-street, left her home intending to 
visit her brother, Jacob Grosse, who lives in 
Kighty-fourth-street, near Second-avenue, 
She walked to the Seventieth-street station 
of the L road, and then, removing some of 
the covering from around the baby’s head 
and face, took a look at it. The child’s eyes 
were closed; it lay motionless and quiet, and 
her crooning words of endearment brought 
forth no answering sign. Then she bent 
down her head and kissed the little one’s face, 

A piercing cry was the first intimation 
that the others upon the platform received 
that anything unusual had happened. Then 
they saw the poor mother fall upon her knees 
and place the child upon the platform. 
Stooping over the babe she lifted its little 
head between her hands and began to kiss it 
frantically, The baby was dead.

antic Scheme of Mail Sub- 
ately, 

Loxpon, Feb. 16.—Tho platform of the 
two parties in Canada is causing a good deal 
of interest in England, and it is felt that the 
issue will determine a momentous question 
affecting all the English cvlonies, The Me- 
Kinley bili is said to be responsible for the 
present situation, but it is officially known 
that the Government recognize the necessity 
of active measures to revive the drooping 
trado between Canada and England, During 
the year 1890 there were only £12,000,000 
worth of Canadian imports against £29,000,- 
000 worth from Australia, £41,000,000 worth 
from the East Indies. From the United 
States England took £79,000,000 worth in 
the same year. 

The Old Country is anxious to wean Can- 
ada, it is said, from any longings for reci- 
procity or absorption, and the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, after consulting a number of big 
financial houses, has decided to back to an 
almost unlimited extent the projected mail 
routes to Japan and Australia via the Cana- 
dian Facific Kailway. In connection with 
this route itis proposed to run a line be 
tween a port in the south of England and 
Halifax under a Government subsidy, and 
also to proceed to immediately fortify 
Esquimalt as a first-class naval station. 
The Marquis of Lorne, the Duke of Suther- 
land, the 1 of Aberdeon, Lord Brassey, 
Sir G. Baden-Powell and others are assisting 
in the project. The new route, it is claimed, 
would effect a saving in timo of 30 hours 
between England and Chicago, as compared 
with the New York route, and eloven days 
after leaving London the passenger could be

The Cure for Anthrax, 

BERuIn, Feb. 18.—Some further particulars 
ave now transpired concerning the cure for 
wuthrax, which, as announced last month, has 
been discovered by Mr. E,H, Hankin,the Eog- 
Ish bacteriologist. Hiscure of anthra is based 
upon Lis previous discovery of protective 
proteids. It is a well-known fact that rate 
possess immunity from: many diseases, in- 
cluding anthra, This is due to the presence 
of protective protelds, which in rats has 6 
greater power of resisting microbes than it 
has in the case of other animals, This sub- 
stance Mr. Hankin has succeeded in isolat- 
ing, extracting it from the system of 
rats with the aid of a 50 per cent, 
solution of glycerine. This is the same 
medium as is employed by Dr. Koch, 
ut it is observed that it was used by Mr 
Hankin prior to the publication of the Ger- 
tnan professor's article on the completion of 
his remedy for tuberculosis. By Mr. Hank- 
in’s process, the extract is precipitated in 
alcohol, and the precipitate is then dissolved 
in water. Experiments with the new 
remedy on mice snd other animals have given 
highly satisfactory results, The importance 
of Mr. Hankin’s discovery is not confined to 
anthrax, as it is possibly capable of exten- 
rion to the other diseases from which rats 
enjoy an immunity.

RUSSIA AND HE& NIHILISTS. 


An Incident inthe Ca vr of the Leader 
Mendelssohn, 

The first man to whom tho Paris police 
turned in their search for the murderer of 
the Russian Gen. Selivestrof€ was Stanislaus 
Mendelssohn, the acknowledged head of the 
Polish revolutionary y in France. He is 
acousin of the composer Mendelssoln-Bar- 
tholdy and a grand-nephew of the Berlin 
Philosopher, Moses Meudolssohn, says the 
New York San. Although not known in 
France asthe leader of the Paris Nihilists, for 
that personage has kept bis identity secret 
from all without the movement, bis control of 
the Polish revolutionists has Jong indicated 
that if not himself commander-in-chief he 
was vory near to hin. Mendelssohn is33 years 
old. Ho studied medicine in Warsaw, his 
birthplace, but was driven from home be- 
fore finishing his course for complicity in 
socialistic and democratic intrigues agninst 
Government officers. He lived a few years 
in Austria and Germany, suffering fines and 
imprisonment for the persistent and open 
confession of his radical views, and return 
fora short time to Russia, wherd he p 
similar penalties for similar offenses 
brought up eventually in Paris several y: 
ago with a comfortable little fortune recely- 
ed from his family and the determination to 
agitate ina foreign Iand for revolution at 
home, 

His property, generosity, aud life of ad- 
vonture at once gave him prestige among his 
fellow-countrymen, und he increased his 
popularity by entertaining at his table in his 
villa in the Fonteney-aux-Roses the most 
unfortnnate and helpless of his political com- 
rades, He thus grew naturally and unoppos-

About six months 
ago, by the merest accident, she learned that 
her rapaway busband was living in Toronto. 
She came to the city and found Merriam 
living with the Port Huron lady. She con- 
sequently put her case in the hands of J. G.

When Canada had closer commercial 
relations with the United States it showed 
the greatest expansion, During the 
period when the reciprocity treaty ,was in 
force—from 1855 to 1865—Canadian 
trade received the greatest impulse. In 
the latter year the export trade to the 
United States amounted to close_on 
$40,000,000 -almost as much as Zitis to- 

. day, In 12 years under reciprocity it had 
increased 280 per cent ;in the 28 year 
since the increase has only been 9 per 
cent. The Liberal Administration which 
came to an end in 1878 adopted a far less 
restrictive policy thanzits successor, and 
the country was consequently more pros- 
perous. The manufactured goods expoit- 
ed in 1889 were of less value than the 
quantity exported m 1876, Sir John Mac- 
donald’s protection, therefore, has not

Thecountry has been more and 
more restless under Vit,"and for several 
years a general demand has been made 
by the Liberal party for reciprocijy with 
the United States. 

It has often been pointed out that for 
commercial purposes Canada shouldbe an 
integral part of the United States. Its 
Provinces are separted by great lakes 
and mountain ranges, but all join natur- 
ally totheStates. It is to the interes tofNova 
Scotia to trade with New England. The 
rich Province of Ontario prefers to deal 
with the five millions of people in the 
neighboring States of Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan and Minnesota, rather than with the 
five millions scattered about from Van- 
couver to Halifax—over aterritory 4,000 
miles gin length and 300 miles wide. 
The commercial headquarters of the 
new Canadian Northwest is not Winni- 
peg or Toronto, bat Minneapolis and St. 
Paul. The easy interchange of commerce 
is eminently to the advantage of both 
countries. Rich in mineral resources, pro- 
ducing more ores than it can mauufacture, 
Canada is able to supply American manu- 
factures with the raw material they need, 
The Americans want the produce of the 
Canadian farms and forests, and surplus 
articles of consumption. Although the 
interchange of commerce has been ham- 
pered by custom houses along 2,000 miles 
of frontier, Canadian trade has in recent 
years been more and more with the United ¢ 
States. In 1889 Canada exported goods 
to the value of $43,500,000 to the United 
States, as compared with $38,009,000 to 
England and $7,000,000 to other countries. 
America takes almost all the exports of 
Canadian iron, coal, hides, beef oats salt, 
hay, strew. potatoes and wood. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that the best poliey for 
Canada is to cultivate friendly commercial 
relations with its southern neighbor in 
order to find a market for its surplus crops 
and raw material. In return it will import 
manufactured goods cheaper than they are 
producing at home, for the development 
of its young industries.

Fourth avenue 


ire Adda to the Hor- 
rors of the Soono—Six Persons Killed— 


Tho Engineer of a Passenger Train 
Locked Up. 


New York, Feb, 20.—A terrible collision 
betwoen trains occurred in the tunel of the 
New York Central nud the Now York & 
Now Haven roads this morning, One of tho 
trains caught fire and a deplorable loss of 
lifo resulted. At 7,05 the 7.01 New Haven 
local passenger train, north-bound, ap- 
proached the station at Eighty-sixth-street, 
A mist filled the tunnel and the lights had 
partially failed because of the storm of snow 
and hail which bad lasted all morning, A 
train of sleeping- cars was aboad on the same 
track asthe New Haven train, This was 
run into by the New Haven local, which was 
going ata high rate of sposd. ‘Tho crash 
was torriblo, and both trains, engines and 
cars wore complotely telescoped and smashed 
toatoms, Tho cars of the forward train 
caught fire from a stove, and the flames rose 
high above the wreck. 

Threo alarms of fire were sent out, follow- 
ed immediately by two calls for ambulance, 
The latter wore responded to by physicians 
from Bellevue and Harlem hospitals, When 
the police, doctors and firemon reached the 
boone thoy found approach diffloult by rea- 
sou of ths complete wreck of the cars, com- 
bined with the smoke, flames aud the narrow 
limits of the tunnel. 

Fivo persons were killed in the accident 
and seven injured, The yictims are all em- 
ployes of the road. The passengers in the 
Now Havon train were badly shaken up, but 
beyoad some slight cuts and bruises none of 
them were badly burt. 

The passengers were taken from the track 
back to the Grand Central depot ina Now 
Haven train that was just passing at the 
time in the east tunnel, Engineer Fowler 
of the Now Haven train said that when 
at 72nd-street he got the white signal, 
which was a signal to goahoad. There was 
no ringing of the bell as is customary when 
the danger signal is up, Ho was running at 
the rate of about 20 miles an hour on the 
northbound track. He was #o close to the 
“ahop train” before ho was aware of it that 
he telescoped it before he was hardly able to 
put on tho air brakes. 

The ‘‘shop train,” consisting of seven cars, 
included several sleepers that had come into 
the Grand Central depot early in the morn- 
ing, and was on the way to the repair shop, 
as is the custom aftera trip. On the tele 
scoped shop train there were probably a 
dozen or more employes, both of the road and 


‘ of the Wagnor Company, 


Five bodies were taken from the wreck up 
to 1 o’clock, They were three mon, ono 
woman anda boy. The latter was the news- 
boy of the Boston and Albany oxpress, 

How the Accident Occurred. 

The New Haven accommodation train, due 
at the eastern ond of its route at 10,04, carried 
a load of passongers out of the Grand Central 
Depot, Ahead of it wag a shop train of 
seven slooping cars that had come in during 
the night before, It was going to Mott 
Haven to be cleaned up for to-night’s trip 
eastward, It carried nobody can tell ex 
actly how many shop hands, in addition 
to its own crew of porters, cleaners and 
newsboys. The two trains were on the 
north-bound track, a block apart, The rail- 
road block in the tunnel is equal to almost 
10 or 12 city blocks, The shop train 
had gone aos far as Eighty-sixth-street 
when for somo reason at present 
unknown it slowed up and prepared to stop 
at the station at that point, At Bighty- 
fourth-streot the accommodation overtook 
the shop train,then standing or moving very 
slowly past the Eighty-sixth-street station. 
The accommodation was under good head- 
way and its engine crashed into the last of 
the seven sleepers. The rear car of the shop 
train completely telescoped the one before it, 
Switch ongiao No. 8, bound from the Mott 
Haven yard to the Grand Central Depot, 
was coming along at the same time on the 
opposite track. Aw No, 8 was passing the cars 
that had been thrown together were hurled 
against it, The switch engine was thrown 
from the track, Engineer Bailey, his flreman 
audsix other men were aboard at the time, 
Bailoy was injured, not serfously, but none 
of the others were hurt, 

The Wreck Took Fire. 

Ina moment the flames~burst from the 
wreck and clouds of smoke rolled up 
through the air-ventin the tunnel that was 
almost directly over the scone of the acci- 
dent. Fearful eries for holp were heard by 
those who were passing in the street over- 
head, Citizens ran for the police and sent 
alarms for the firemen and in a few minutes 


nesistance came galloping, Burned and 
breathless men, coal black with smoke and 
with thoir clothes blazing, then began to 
crawl up through the alryent when 
ladders had been hastily let down, When no 
more came up, firemon went down with axes 
and hose aud broke into the wreck from 
which the flames were rising. Out of the 
broken window of the last car, where the 
onging of the accommodation train bad pin- 
ned bin fast, hung oa man crying wildly for 
het No other ery rose than from the awful 


pile. A dozen uxes smashed the woodwork 
that held bim, and he was taken out, He 
was acar cleaner and said that his name 


was Ilancke,

of a lifetime. This practical religion will

riage, and by the time the carriage gets to 
her home it takes the husband and the coach- 
man to get her up the stairs, The report is, 
She was taken suddenly ill at a german, Ah! 
no, She took too much champagne, and 
mixed liquors, and got drunk. That was 
all. 

There bas got to be a new departure in re- 
ligion. I do not say a new religion, Ob, 
no; but the old religion brought to new ap- 
pliances. In ovr time wo have had the 
daguerreotype and the ambrotype and the 
photograph; but it is the same old sun, and 
these arts are only new appliancos of the old 
sunlight. So this glorious Gospel is just 
what we want to photograph the image of 
God on one soul, and daguerreotype it on 
another soul, Not a new Gospel, but the old 
Gospel put to new work, In our time we 
have had the telegraphic invention, and the 
telephonic invention, and the electric light 
invention; but they are all the children of 
old electricity, an clement that the philoso- 
phers have a long while known much about.

back, bought land, opened a great 
public park, and made it a present to the 
city of Halifax, England. They endow- 
ed an orphanage, they endowed two 
almshouses, All England has heard of tho 
genorosity and the good works of the Crosy 
leys. Moral;—Consecrate to God your small 
means and your humble surroundings, and 
you will have larger means and grander sur 
roundinga. ‘Godliness is profitable unto all 
things, having promise of the life that now 
is and of that which is to come.” Havo 
faith in God by all means, but remember 
that faith without works is dgad.”

Amorican conference in sewion in Washing- 


ton lant your, repre onting olgliioen ditferent 
American goveruments, paawd foriial reso. 
lutions in favor of the construction of « 


railway connecting tho nalons ropravontod, 

and recommonding that each of the gov- 
ernments contribute a shore toward the 
expense of pivliininary surveys of the 
proposed line, 'Thoe report of tho conference 
on this subject wag tranamitted to Con- 
gro by  Prosidont  Harrivon, ‘Thus 
officially and favorably brought to 
the attention of the governments and 
people of the chain of nations along tho 
American continont, thé grand idea of an 
{intercontinental railway haa excited great 
and growing interost, and {nformationin re- 
gard to it Is eagerly recoived. It is required 
to build 4,800 miles, 

The distance from New York to Buenos 
Ayers by Jand {8 about 9,000 miles. 
More than half of this distance fw 
already covered by rallways, and lines ag- 
grogating nearly 2,000 miles more are 
now being surveyed and constructed; 
so that the undetermined and doubtful por- 
tion of the great intercontinental railway 
xeems to be reduced to something like 2,800 
miles. As to the real practicability, from 
both an engineering and financial stand- 
point, of building such a line nothing can yes 
be sald with positiveness, and the report of 
the corps of engineers which the different 
governments will unite in sending out must 
bo awaited, As tho best, {te construction 
would moan «a prodigious outpouring of 
money. One rough ostimate suggests 
$300,000,000, or $75,000 per mile. How 
can the money be provided? Would 
the railway, if built, over pay any 
return on the vast cost, bearing in mind 
the severe competition of the water routest 
‘These are questions which may tend some- 
what to check the enthusiasm which tho 
thought of so wonderful a possible journey 
‘as one of 9,000 milos and moro unbroken oyer 
American soil, through almost a score of 
nations, tends to inspire.—Railway Ago, 


A Vegetable Fly. 

One of the most curious natural productions 
of the West Indies is the famed vogetable fly, 
an insect about the size and color of a drone 
bee, but without wings, In the month of May 
it buries itself in the earth and begins to vege 
tate, By the beginning of June a sprout has 
issned from the creature's back and made its 
appearance above the surface of the ground. 
By the end of July the tiny troe (known on the 
island as tho fly troe) has attainod its full size, 
being then about three inches high, but a 
perfect tree in every particular, much 
resembling a delicate coral branch. Pods 
Appear on its branches as soon as it arrives 
at ite full growth; those ripen and drop off 

‘in August. Instead of containing seeds, 
as one would naturally suppose, these poda 
have from three to six, hard worms upon 
their interior. The pod soon shrivels up in 
tho hot sun, and bursts open on the third 
day after becoming detached from the 
parent stem. The little worms roll out 
and bury themselves in the sand, and, 
after undergoing the change incident to all 
caterpillars, become flies, which, when the 
proper time comes, bury themselves in the 
ground to furnish nourishment for another 
miniature ‘fly tree.” Dr, Martinisque of 
the Royal Institute, who has received several 
boxes of these flies upon which he has made 
repeated experiments, gives a long sciontifie 
explanation for the seeming impossibilities 
attributed to this insect, which is, at best, 
wholly unsatisfactory to the general reader, 
even though his co-workers in that branch of 
science may consider it explanatory and con- 
clusive.—St. Louis Republic.

Making Time Fly. 

The utter annihilation of time and space 
by electricity was never better illustrated 
than by an incident which occurred on the 
coast of India, where two English ships were 
repairing o telegraph cable near Bombay, 
‘The two ships were but half a mile apart, one 
of thom holding the shore end of the cable in 
close communication with Bombay ;the other 
having the shore end which was connected 
with Aden. 

It became necessary for the two ships to 
communicate with each other in order to com- 
plete their work; this was accomplished by 
one of them telegraphing to Bombay and 
thence around to Aden, and the other from 
Aden around to Bombay. Thus as a speedy 
means of sonding messages a half a mile they 
wore sent around by a route nearly 4,000 
miles in length. 


The Oldest Lens in the World. 

The earliest known lens is one made of 
rock crystal, unearthed by Layard at Nine- 
yeh.

Tho Government Take tho Duty off tho

Sir.—As, for several days past, a re 
port has been diligent’y circulated, by 
individuals belonging to the Conservative 
party, that I intend to vote for Mr. Corby

Nn Now, while my pen is in hand, | would 


like to make a few remarks on the subject 
of Protection vs Reciprocity. In the 
matter of Protection I will cite a fact of 
> | my own business experience, In my line 
» | of business there are very few articles 

but what are very highly taxed, but one of 
the most notable is something that nearly 
every family in our country uses, namely, 
wall paper, I have in my store wall paper 
which cost meat the factory in New 
paid 
our government 9 cents per roll duty, or 
160per eent. Please bear this in mindfis not 
an isolated case, as at the time this was 
bought other factories in the States were 
selling a similar quality of papers at the 
same price and are selling them this year 
But this year the 
duty on this grade of paper is reduced to 
6 cents per roll or to 100 per centad val. 
Or, in other words, a certain quality of 
paper tor which we now payin the U. S. 
anes 5% to 6 cents per roll, we are taxed 


by ourrulers LOO per cent and over. 
Now the question arises, who 
pays _ this tax, finally ? the 
Canadian consumer, of course, For we 


add the 6 cents per roll duty to the origin- 
al 6 cts cost foreach roll of paper makine 
it 12 cents, on which we add our freight 
charges and profit and the consumer has 
to pay for the whole. Now I wantto give 
protection fair play and will state that 
some papers that are a little higher priced 
come under the same rate of duty; and 
again there is another class of papers on 
which the duty is 8 cents per roll Then 
again there is the poor man’s paper, the 
lowest price paper we import from the 
States, on which our government charges 
a duty of nearly 10) per cent, and the 
foregoing is applicablein very much the 
sams degree to room paper boarders whict 
we import very largely. Another ‘rapoye 
ant matter in this connection worthy#the 
attention of the struggling farmef, the 
mechanic and the poor man isgthat our 
protectors have lately reducgé the duty 
two or three cents per roll y6n the rich 
man’s room paper and raig@d it one cent 
per roll on the cheapgé? grade as used 
mostly by the poor 4 and those of very 
limited means, financially, making the 
duty now on this grade nearly as much as 
what the paper costs in the first place, so 
that it costs the consumer nearly double 
what it would if the duty was removed. 

But some of those who believe in pro- 
tection may say, “Why don’t you show 
that you are loyal to your own country by 
buying your wall paper from Canadian 
manufacturers ?’ Inanswer to this I must 
say that I am of the opinion that the best 
kind of loyalty in trade matters is that 
which favors the masses, instead of the 
classes, or the many in preference to the 
few. And this is one of the reasons why 
I cannot vote forthe policy of the present 
government, They in myjhumble opinion 
legislate in favor of a select few to the dis- 
advantage of the great mass of the people. 
They favor the rich and oppress the poor, 
and this isnot right in the sight of God, 
or of Angels, or of the saints of the Most 
High. So, although Canadian dealers do 
not benefit the three sinall Ganadian wall 
paper factories any by buying paper in 
the States, we doa good turn for about 
two millions other people in this country 
by importing the paper, for we can pay 
this enormous customs duty and still sell 
the American papers as cheaply as we 
could Canadian papers of inferior patterns 
and colorings. The fact is our first sense 
of loyalty under the present depressed 
state of affairs in our country is loyalty to 
ourown pockets. Now, this matter of 
wall paper is an example of what the pro- 
tective policy is doing for the people, for 
the same thing js true in other instances 
and any one can see by examining our 
tarifflist that nearly everything we use is 
highly taxed. 

Now, if we had unrestricted reciprocity 
with the U. S. we would no donbt be able 
to buy many articles that we consume at 
two-thirds the price we now pay, and we 
would get 25 to 50 per cent more for most 
of the products of the farm, the forest and 
the mine, anda very much larger market 

+ forour manufactures. In the extended 
market I am satisfied that Mr, Corby him- 
aclf would be very much benefitted finan- 
cially ; for I am told that Canadian 
whiskey is held in very high esteem by

A FARM. HAND BRUTA_LY DONE TO 
DEATH. 


Tho Tragedy the Rosult of Whinky and » 
Talk Over Goo Old Times. —The Vietim 
Pre blo Sight. 


Toronto, —On Saturday even- 
ing Inst Chapman, — carponter, 
Baxter and James Morrison, jr., left Little 
York about 7 and proceeded to Chap- 
man's house. In the estimation of the rustic 
mind Morrison was pretty drunk, Chapman 
conifortubly so and Buxter, according to the 
evidence, was sober, On arriving at the 
house, which is situated in what is commonly 
known as “Chapman's Hollow,” Morrison 
succumbed to the influence of the liquor and 
fellasleop, In the moantiwne the deceased, 
John Wright, who had been sponding the 
day in Little York, came into the house, 
Ho was an old friend of Chapman's and 
producing a bottle of liquor they partook 
protty freely, and thon followed a long, and 
according to the evidence, a friendly chat 
about the “ good old times,” 

At 10 o'clock Morrison ond Baxter bade 
their host aod his friend good night, and 
proceeded home. Between this hour and 
12.80 Wright mot his death, and exactly how 
he metit may never be told. Tho details 
connected with the tragedy and its au- 
nouncemont willbe found in the subjoined 
evidence taken at the inquest. 

A Revolting sight. 

The body was removed from Chapman's 
house early on Sunday morning, and taken 
to Hunte.") undertaking establishment in 
the villa; Whon The World's young 
man arrived he pushed his way 
through crowds of gaping rustics 
who swarmed around the building 
and spoke in subdued whispers. Up 
two flights of stairs and over piles or jumber 
the scribe nt last found himself in a small 
apartinent, whore, stretched on a rough 
bench and covered with a blood-stained 
sheet, lay tho body of the unfortunate vic 
tim. It presonted a most revolting appear- 
ance, On the forehead were two ugly 
bruises, swollen and livid, and at the back of 
the head a gaping wound, about thres inches 
long, told of the terrible violence which the 
deceased had met with. Bhethin white lips, 
tightly compressed, the sunken oyo, the 
pallor aud emaciation of death, und the 
blood-spattered body, all contributed to ren- 
der the sight revolting aud sickening. 

The post mortem had been parformed by 
Drs, Shaw and Walters, and the necessary 
incisions added to the awful disfiguratiou. 

Arrested for Murder, 

Yesterday morning at 11 Constable Burns 

arrested James Chapman on a warrant

charging him ‘that on or about the 2ist day 


1 of February, at the township of York, !s) did 
feloniously kill and slay one John Wright.” 


The accused was seen in the hotel 
dining-room. He vyoluntarily told The 
World he was very drunk at 


and the time, denies having had anything 
whatever to do with Wright's death. He 
appeared very dejected aud seems to feel his 
position keenly, 

Chapman isa manof about 50 years of 
age and has hitherto borne an irreprorch- 
able character. He was never known to be 
qnarrelsome, whether drunk ur sober, and 
those who know him do nob entertain the 
slightest suspicion as regards his innocence 

The inquest was opened before Coroner 
Britton at Emperingham’s Hotel yesterday. 

Tho inquest svill be continued to-day at 4, 
and in the meantime the jury will inspect the 
surroundings of the house and yard. 

The evidence given thus far, though ma- 
terial in a sense, will have but little effect in 
dissipating the cloud of jnystery that envel- 
opes this unfortunate occurrence,

nble medical testimony will be given to-day, 
nad the exact nature of the wounds made 
known. 


19 Seamen Went Down with tho Ship Eliza- 
beth Near ’Frisco 

San lRaxcrsco, Cal., Fob. 23.—The lose 

of lives by the wrecking of the clippor ship 

Elizabeth off North Head Saturday night is 


now estimated at 19, including Capt, Heury 
of the local life-saving service, Eleven per- 
sons were saved, 

First Mate Barclay, who, with 4 others 


floated ashore, says that after tho captain's 
family (who wore rescued) bad boon placed 
aboard the tug Reliance, efforte were ro- 
doubled to save the ship. Capt. Colcord, 
who was badly hurt during the afternoon by 


being thrown against a capstan, protested 
that he desired to stay by the ship. Told it 
was certain death to remain, ho repliod: 


“Save yourself, Barclay ; (in crippled and 
willonly hamper you.” Barclay took the 
captain by the arm aud started to lead bin 


ruck them, and

forward, when a heavy « 
on looking at the captain's face he siw 

ho wasdead, Barclay and vight mon 
mained on tho vossel until she struck the 


rocks, and five were washed ashore, the 
other three perishing. The boat containing 
13 soamon which left the vessel before sho 
broke up overturned and only four wore 
saved. 

The list of survivors so far as known com- 
prises Mrs, Colcord, the captala's wife; thoir 


son and daughter, Chief Mato Barclay, Janes 
Fakon, whoelman and six seamen. Captain 
Coleord, Second Officor Pondleton, William 
Raimond and Edward Miles, 
Carp»nter Sinith, 12 seamon and the Chfacse 
cook woro drowned, The body of Captain 
Henry of tho lifesaving service, who was 
washed ovorboard from tho lifobont, has 
boon found, and a body believed to bo that of 
Captain Colcord bas been picked up.

Mo Will “ Adopt an Attitude of Armed 


Observation,” 

Duntix, Fob, 24,—Mee Parnell modo a 
number of short speeches on his way to Ros- 
common. ‘The general burdon of bis re- 
niarks was that not even the Healyites daro 
say that Mr, Gladstone's assurances are 
satisfactory. Tho men to whom Troland bade 
looked in confidence had now sunk low 
Snough tonccopt English gold in payment [ 
for their subservience to the English partios. 

No opposition to Mr, Parnoll wos mani- 
fosted along the route. At Knockroghery 
® man who was standing in the throng 
about the window of Parnall’s railway car- 
riage was dragged along tho platform by 
the moving train and was only saved from 
death by the prompt action of Messrs. Par 
nell and Redmond, who seized him by tho 
shoulders and held bim safely on tho foot- 
board until the train reached Koscommon, 


Upon arriving at Roscommon Mr. Parnell 
was cacorted to his hotel by a torchlight 
Procession, From a window of tho hotel he 
made w speech, in the course of whieh ho 
doclared he would adopt an attitude of 
armed observation until he saw what solu- 


tion was offered on the police and land ques 
tions, 


Parnoll at Roscommon, 

Dustin, Fob. 23,—Mr, Parnell, during the 
course of his speech in the town hall at Ros 
common yesturday, said he did not bolieve 
the police could be got rid of in flvo years by 
tho stoppage of the recruiting, etc., as pro- 
posed by Mr. McCarthy, He had assurances 
that the plan he himself Proposed was very 
simple. These men are armed soldiers, I 
sympathize with the opinions that it would 
not be proper to hand them over to us in an 
armed condition, but I proposed to disarm 
thom, and to diminish them if you like, and 
then to transfer them in a ciyilized condition 
to the control of the Irish Executive Tespon- 
sible to an Irish Parliament, 

Unfarl o New Banner! 

A procession of several thousand persons 
met Parnell upon his arrival in Strokestown 
to-day. Parnell made a speech, which was 
4 virtual repetition of remarks made yester- 
day. This evening he went to Longsford, 
He met with a cordial reception en route 
and at the town where ho delivered an ad- 
dress, Parnell will speak in Irishtown April 
19, the anniversary of the meeting which he 
addressed there in 1879, On this occasion 
he will unfurl a National League ban- 
ner, He will continue his tour in 
June, visiting Mayo and Sligo, The Mc- 
Carthyites at Londonderry to-day dissolved 
the Parnell branch of the National League 
and reconstructed asa branch of National 
federation. Resolutions were passed con- 
demning the actions of Parnell and Har- 
rington, 

Mr, Dillon and Mr, O'Brien have been 
steadily failing since their imprisonment be- 
gan aud both are now in the prison in- 
firmary. Dillon is much broken in health. 


O'Brien is also suffering considerably, but is , 


14 pounds heavier than when he was last in 
Galway jail. 


Mr, Healy's Speech. 

Dupin, Feb. 23.—Healy and Kenny mot 
with a mixed reception upon their arrival at 
Carrick on-Sbannon Saturday night. A large 
contingent of Parnellites arrived in the town 
yesterday and occupied the platform which 
had been erected for the speakera. The 
priests made futile attempts to pacify thg 
people. When the procession of Mo 
Carthyites arrived on the ground they 
were assaulted with stones and sticks and 
a0 policemen were unable to contra] 
the opposing factions. Healy thereupon 
adjourned the meeting to a chapel. There 
he said their opponents were unable to meet 
them in a fair argument and resorted to vio- 
lence, If Parnell did not yield to the Irish 
majority in the English Parliament, what 
would he do in the Irish Parliament! At 
this point the Parnellites outside began 
hooting and groaning, but the noise was not 
suflicient to drown the voices of the speakers, 
Healy, continuing, asked why Parnell did 
not resign his seatand found a new party, 
Parnell tolii them to beware of the Saxon 
smile, Why did he not beware of it himself 
and also of Mrs. O’Shea’s smile? When, at 
Boulogne, they were willing to accept Mr, 
Dillon as leader, Parnell bad another pro- 
position to make with reference to represen- 
tation at Westminster. After the general 
election the brotherhood of the two countries 
would be restored. Other speakers followed. 
In the course of the day’s rioting several per- 
sons received scalp wounds and were other- 
wise bruised.

struck in the head, She died next day, 
Oldoroft was found with a revolver in his 
hand, When apprehended, Oldcroft said he 
fired for a lark to frighten the girl aud her 
sivcothoart,

Lonpon, Fob. 23.—Advices from Suakim 
fay that Osman Digna does not accept bis 
defoat tamely and that ho is alrondy rallying — 
the dorvishes to give the Egyptian troops 
Snother challonge, On tho other hand the 
shiek of the Beni Amoor tribe, one of the 
most powerful chiefs in that part of Africa, 
has made friondly overtures to the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces and may come to tho assist 
ance of the Kbedive’s troops. Colonel Holled 

Smith, the commander of the Egyptians, is 
confident of being able to hold bis own 

against the enemy. 

After leaving a force of troops to garrison 
Tokar, the Egyptian troops marched direct 
to Afafite and ascended the hills recently oo- 
eupied by theenemy. Afafite was found to 
have boen vacated, though there wete bun- 
dreds of Arabs in the vicinity, These Arabs 
quietly surrendered to the Egyptians, hand- 
ing over to their captorsa number of ban- 
ners, spears and rifles and two guns. The 

Egyptians also captured large quantities of 

stores and ammunition.

INDIA.

Governor's Point of View <The Sights 


They Saw. 


There ought to be considerable healthy 
curiosity as to the life of an Indian Viceroy 
and his wife, and Lady Dulferin has certain- 
ly done her bost to satiafy it in a volume of 
selections fromher journal, The publication 
of oxperionces in this form presents advan- 
tages and drawbacks, Among the former 
must be reckoned superior freshness of im- 
presdons, Opinions and descriptions set 
down a few hours after events or conversi- 
tlons are more lifelike and also more 
trustworthy than when recorded at 
greater distances of time. On the other 
hand, it must be admitted that tle 
general effect of the journal form of publica- 
ation is somewhat fatigueing. The monoton- 
ous succession of short fragmentary para- 
graphs taxes the attention of the reader al- 
most painfully, and in keeping a diary 80 ex- 
tremely busy a person as Lady Dufferin fs in 
a manner compelled to practise a condensa- 
tion which interferes at least with the 


literary value of her work. But eae 


who only desire to know what a Vico- 
roy’s wife finds to do and to see will 
not be disappointed in tho prosent instance, 
though they may wish that hor lively 
Indyship had taken more space in which to 
describe some of the curlous and highly in- 
teresting sights she saw, and the strange 
people she encountered. 

Of course a Viceroy sees the regular sights 
from quite a different point of view than 
that of the ordinary traveller or European 
resident {n India. For him and his consort 
the honors paid to royalty are everywhere 
forthcoming. Wherever any European {s 
admitted he can go, though there are places 
whore, while the Viceroy may enter, his 
wife must remain without. Lady Dufferin 
accompanied her husband upon a number of 
“progresses” to various parts of the country, 
ond thus she saw the most notable people 
and places, the moat impressive ceremonies, 
and the fullest ceremonial splondor of State 
functions, The Viceroy visited the mot 
important among the native princes, and 
was entertained by them with lavish magui- 
ficence and Orjc:al profusion and gorgeous- 
ness. He held durbars at which Rajahs and 
nobles innumerable attended, glittering in 
splendid and picturesque costumes, and hung 
with precious stones. Princes clothed in 
gold and silver and velvet and satin, and 
bearing great fortunes on their persons in 
the form of diamond crowns and nigrette:, 
emerald and ruby necklaces, ropes of pearls, 
gnd gem-encrusted weapons and garments— 
figures which might have come straight out 
of the Thousand Nightsand One Night, in 
fact—must haye become almost tiresomely 
familiar to Lady Dufferin before these tours 
cauie to an end.

When, the Viceroy met the Amir of Afghanis- 
tan that same incalculable factor threatened 
to play the mischief with all the elaborate 
preparation, for it rained and thundered and 
lightened until the tents and the ground were 
alike soaked, and u ptil the ladies of the Vice 
regal household hadto be carried from the 
doors of their tents to the various receptions, 
levees, dinners and other ceremonies with 
which each daily programme was filled. For- 
tunately pevhaps for the political effect of 
the meeting, the Amir had been lodged in a 
house and so could not be washed away, and 
Lady Dufferin seems to have thought that he 
rather enjoyed the experience, because so 
many other people were miserable. But 
when the sun shone on these stately 
camps the experience was different 
Then there were all Kinds of 
amusements, races and the indigenous tent- 
pegging, and of course military reviews, and 
processions of mediaeval splendor, and ele 
phants striding about in royal scarlet and 
camels bearing mountain guns on their backs, 
and everywhere swarms of gayly decked 
natives, ready to yell their loudest and to 
throw Sowers and to sprinkle scent for the 
Lord Sahib and the Lady mem-Sahib repre- 
senting that white race they had done their 
best to drive out of Hindustan less than a 
generation ago, And tho Viceroy’s duties of 
concilliation and of courtesy took him into 
native States where Maharajahs and Raja- 
has and Maharanas liyed very much after 
the ancestral manner; where magnificent, 
spacious palaces and castles received them, 
when they sometimes dined ip a halla thou- 
sand feet in length, and of which Lady Duf- 
forin writes that, being seated in the middle 
of the room, she could not see either end of 
it. The great native princes entertained 
their noble guests with true princely hospital. 
ity with banquets an d beautiful illuminations 
and astonishing displays of flreworks; with 
strange Oriental sports and games, such 
as fights between elephants, between bulls, 
between rams, between quails; with dis 
plays of the precious contents of opu- 
lent treasuries; with gifts, which wheg 
valuable were, however, always declined; 
and with constant thoughtfulness and 
attention, After these stately visits had been 
paid the Viceroy and his family went to Sim- 
la, the hillstation where elght or nine months 
of tho year are now regularly spent by the 
Indian Government, and whore the businees 
of tho Stato is carr ied on as steadily as at Cal- 
cutta, Lady Dufferin’s experience of Simla 
weather were not very pleasant. Fog, mist, 
rain and olectric storms seems to have pre 
yailod most of the time. She was also embar- 
rassed by tho precipitous character of the coun- 
try, and the con sequent difficulty, and not sel 
dom danger, of getting about, At Simla there 
is little opportunity for using horses and car- 
ringes, there being but one practicable drive. 
The common vehicle is the Sanaa Jinrick- 
shaw, a kind of grown-up perambulator on 
two wheels, Lady Dufforin, ho or, pro- 
cured a mule, and later a pony, which she 
harnessed to her jinrickehaw, in which she 
made nuny Interesting excursions, 

The Marchioness gives a fow amnxjng ex- 
amplesof the English spoken or written by 
educated natives, The British Roxident at 
Bhurtpose ones receive d a letter beginning 
“Honored Enormity.” A man, during an 
examination, was told to write an essay on 

horse, which he did concisely, as follows 

16 horse is a very noble animal, but when 
irritated, he ceases to do so." “Another na 
tive wrote a paper illustrating the difference 
botweon riches and poverty, and conchided 
thus: “In short, the rich man 
welters on crimson velvet while the 
nmin snorts on flint.” Another 
native, wishing to express his gratitude to an 
English official, wrote, ‘For all that you 
have dono for mo may God Almighty give 
you tit for tat.” No doubt the natives could 
retaliate with equal blundors perpetrated by 
Europeans in the tonguos of India, but 
that consideration does not make these stories 
loss funny. Lady Dufferin accompanie' the 
Viceroy to Burmah after the conquest aud an- 


poor 


nexation of that country, and saw Theebaw's 
palace and the Groat Pagoda, and all the 
show places of Burmah, Of the barbarlo 
splendor of the Burmose palaces, and the pro- 
fusion of gold with which they are adorned, 
she has much to aay, butit ianot always pow 
sible to say whether sho is speaking of solid 
motal or of mere gilding. She also went to 
Darjeeling, and saw Llamas, and Thibetan 
tamploa and prayer-whoels, and altogether 
during her four years of residence in India 
covered mors ground and was able to look 
at more wonders than fall to the lot of most 
voteran travollors. She tells her story sim- 
ply and oasily, and in a thoroughly intellig- 
ible way, and her journals constitute pleas- 
ant reading, It is a pity that her publishara 
or some thoughtful friend did not suggest or 
provide an index to hor book, the value of 
which would thereby have been much in- 
crensed,

Cavcurta, Feb, 24.—Major Bromhead of 
ths 2nd South Wales Borderers, wuose name 
is inseparably connectel with tue defence of 
Rorke's Drift in 1879, died at Allahabad on 
Tuoslay of typhoid fever. Gonville Brom- 
head served with his roginoot in the Zulu 
War of 1879, and took pact (as second in com- 
mand to Livut. Chard of the Royal Engin- 
ers) in the gallant and successful defence of 
Rorke’s Drift ou Jan. 22 and 23, 

Thode. tof Major Bromhead takes us 
back to Ju uary, 1879, whoo England was 
stirred with excitomeut by news of tho dis- 
aster to the British arms at Isandlana, whord 
infuriated and warlike Zulus all but anniai- 
lated a British force left to guard the camp 
while Lord Cnelinsford was fighting at Dart- 
nell to clear the way for furthor advauce, 
Much irritation was caused in the publi¢ 
mind by this disaster, when news came of 
another tight iu which British horoism ap- 
peared in such glowing colors as to cause a 
feeling of elation to prevail. This was the gal- 
lant defence of Rorke's Drift by Lieut, Chard, 
R.E., and Lieut. Gonville Brombead, with 8¢ 
of the 24th Regiment, Through some of the 
fugitives who had escaped from the slaughter 
these oilicers heard of the disaster at Isund- 
lana. Believing that the victorious Zuluy 
would attempt to cross into Natal, they pre- 
pared, if possible, to defend the Drift till 
help should come, Defences had to 
be improvised. They had barely finished 
a hasty barricade of bags and biscuil 
tins Wien the Zulus, gathering round, began 
to pour in their fira }They numbered in 
all about 4000, ‘The attack lasted the greater 
partof the night, Six times the enemy got 
within the barricade, but were driven out at 
the pointof the bayonet, Creeping to the 
rear, thoy set fire to the hospital. At dawn 
the assailants withdrew. But afterwards, 
looking towards Isandlana, the defendera 
descried a fresh host advancing. However, 
s00n they saw, to theirrelief, thatit was Lord 
Chelmstord’s jaded mon, and these latter, 
too, were glad to find that Englishmen still 
held the Drift, Around the entrenchment

“THE ICE MOVES, 


Tho Damago Dono is Slight and Little 
Foar of Further Troublo, 

On account of the recent mild weather 
grave fears were yesterday entertained that 
Belleville would be visited by another dis- 
astrous flood. The water in the river raised 
several feet in a few hours and at four 
o'clock in the afternoon the ice broke up 
and instantly a commotion was caused all 
along the river. At the iron railway bridge 
the ice was jammed back even with the 
piers causing the water to overflow its 
banks. Scores of pedple living in the 
vicinity were forced to flee from their 
houses. In some of them there was three 
feet of water. At7:30 the ice gave way 
and went down with the current, when the 
water subsided. In the vicinity of Brown’s 
foundry the sidewalk for about one hun- 
dred yards, was torn up and shoved into 
the street, A hydrant was also broken 
here and the pressure of the water in the 
pipe forced a stream about 20 feet into the 
air. Out buildings along the banks of the 
river were shoved out of shipe including 
a building, owned by J. J. B. «lint 
formerly used as an _ axe factory. 
Those who have watched for years the 
breaking up of the ice, say they never 
witnessed such a magnificent panorama of 
scenery. Theice being very thick, rang- 
ing from one foot to twenty inches, broke 
up in large cakes and as these huge masses 
came rolling and piling up on each other, 
the sight was simply grand. About 8:30 
p.m. the shove had passed the lower 
bridge and the boats had to be removed 
trom all the boat houses. Alex Tisdale 
had the rear of his boat house all torn out 
and some eight boats damaged. W. 
Carter's scow was pushed astern some 
ten feet but was not damaged to any ex- 
tent. On the west side of the river, about 
the ashery, the streets were flooded with 
water and covered with cakes of ice.This 
morning the water went down. No fur- 
ther damage is anticipated.

Journal of St, Cathrines has caused a 
sensation in the Tory ranksas it comes 
from a journal that has hitherto been a 
s.rong Supporter of Sir John’s govern:

Berwin, Feb. 26.—The Secretary of the 
Admiralty mado an unreserved statement 
before the Reichstag Committee on nayal 
estimates yesterday. He declared it was im- 
perative that Germany should havea first 
class navy or none. The money asked for in 
the estimat-s was necessary. He alarinod 
the committee by pointing out the po-sibility 
ofa joint attack by France and Russia on 
Germany.

A STORMY PASSAGE, 


The Steamer France Encounters Terrific 
Gales at Sea, 

New York, Feb, 26,—The steamor France 
cleared the Englisb coast and then ran into 
aburricane. The France met an unusually 
terrific gale on the 153th inst. Several big 
geas came aboard washing away cattle pens 
on the main deck, The 55 steerage passon- 
gers were locked below. Tho storm 
with a high cross sea continued with all its 
violonce throughout the night and 6 o'clock 
on tho 14th an extra heavy struck on the 


starboard side just abaft the engins 
rooms and tore away the solid iron 
rails for 35 feet, rolled forward 


smashing the companionway and breaking 
the strong irou bridge as if it were pips clay. 
Second Otticer Bain x, aged 35, was doscend- 
ing the bridgo lad when ho was caught 
up by the sea, swept overboard and lost. 
Part of the sea rusied forward and caught 
halfa dozen sailors. Four men were so badly 
injured that they had to be taken to the 
ship's hospital, Tho vessel's coal supply was 
nearly exhausted when she reached Sandy 
Hook.

and make the plunge alone into “the lark 
valley of the shadow of death,” No dis- 
ease on this continent claims so many 
victims as consumption and reliable statis- 
tics prove that fully two-thirds of the deaths 
occurring from consumption had their 
origin in catarrh, Nothing but negli- 
gence caused this last disease to develop 
into consumption, and the person who 
neglects to promptly and persistently treat 
catarrh until all traces are eradicated is 
simply hastening the coming of death, 
Even should catarrh not develop into con- 
sumption, it nevertheless shortens life, as 
every breath the patient inhales passes 
over poisonous secretions and thus affects 
the whole system.
